PRANKKORT, Kv., May 5.— One of the 
amaUcnt crowds ever seen in tbia city on 
County Court day wan here Monday. 
The grand Dt wey day celebration failed 
to materialize, the candidates for (lov- 
cmor put in the day in other sections of 
the 8Ute, and the sleepy old town among 
tba hills slept calmly on, undisturbed by 
either political or patriotic demonstra- 
tions. The hero of Manila was not even 
reineinbered hy the firing of a salute 
from historic old I'ort Hill. 

The C.overnor and staff, State otVicials, 
militiiiy officials and committee of civil- 
ians left Frankfort Tuesday morning for 
Ctaickamanxa to witness the unvailicg of 
the Kentucky monument. Tha Governor 
was accompanied by Capt. Oraham, two 
Lieutenants and four privates of the local 
military company, which constituted 
Kentucky's military escort, while C.cor- 
gia's Governor and stall were accompa- 
nied by an entlfc rcgimant and made a 
fine showing. 

Col. James Alley, Jailer of Franklin 
eonnty, died at his residence in this city 
Saturday morning, after a long illness. 
Col. .Mky was one of the best known 
men in the county, being twice elected 
Jailer. He was a sincere and loyal friend 
and a kind and affectionate father and 
husband. His score!i-of friends extend 
t<f tba Burriving family their sincere sym- 
pathy in their deep sorrow. The funeral 
took place Sunday afternoon from the 
Church of the TFOod Shepherd, Father 
Majoi utile i.itiii),'. 

Joseph iiuUou was appointed by Judge 
Moore to serve as Jailer until the Novem- 
ber election, when a successor to Jailer 
Alley will be elected. Capt. Holton will 
prabaUy make the race for the widow, 
and it is not likely that he will hare 
opposition, as it is generally conceded 
that she should have the benefit of her 
liusliand's full term.

The close of the campaign for the Uein- 
ocratic nomination for Governor is now 
drawing near and each is confident of 
winning, although to many it appears 
that Senator Oocbel has a little the best 
of it. His forces are well organised all 

over the State, and those who have fol- 
lowed w ith admiration the career of the 
Kenton county man in the Kentucky 
Legislature during the past six years, 
particularly the memorable .struggle for 
Joe Blackburn for United States Senstor, 
can not believe that defeat awsiu the 
champion of the tax-bnrdeaed 'farmer 
and hard working and op pr esn e d laborer.

The Rev. Father William J. B. Daly, 
chaplain of tha Sikty-nlnth regiment, 
lectured on "American Patriolinm" in 
Carnegie Hall in aid of the Catholic 

Boys' .Association. Archbishop Corrig.in 
introducc<l the speaker, who said in ])art; 

".\merican patriotism is something of 
which we may well be pron(K It has 
caused every great nation of the earth to 
turn an inquiring eye on us. When we 
know that Old Oloqr ealla to us for help 
we are one people and pat aside all sec- 
tional differences. This time s year sgo 
the Anitrii an eagle was screeching its 
loudest and telling of war. \Vi- are not a 
pugnacious people, and consiilered the 
matter calmly and debated it cfMilly. But, 
; mark you, our calmness is much more to 
be dreaded than an older nation's fiery 
outburst. 

"Patriotism is the highest and broadcat 
kind of love; it represents in all its beauty 
and power the love of family ami self and 
friends and home; it is foniKled in justice 
aii'l linbt. .\ jiatriot is one who cuts 
home ties for the s.ike of country and 
takes the wronged and downtrodden as 
his children. The highest type of patriot 
is such as that man who fought at San- 
tiago and ^er the war devoted himself 
just as strongly to the arts of peace. I 
refer to Gov. Roosevelt. He not only 
aids the country materially, but he be- 
queaths to posterit> a noble heritage in 
the form of a beautiful chatacler for 
American youth to emulate. 

"Our country, though young, is in bat- 
tle a giant We now take our place in 
the front rank of the nations of the earth, 
inconsequence of the patriotic uprising 
of the people to enforce the )irinciples of 
I justice in Cuba. Wlini our re).;iinent left 
for the war it was foneil on my mind 
that patriotism i» inspiring utid on n ob- 
ling. There is but one feeling that goes 
beyond the love of self, h3mc and family, 
and that ia duty. Dnt^ leada the aoldier 
to war. In camp, amid all the sufferings 
from fever and other ills, I never 
heard a m.m s.iy 'I am sorry 1 sacrificed 
so much an<l came to fight for my coun- 
try.' 

"There is another kind of patriotism 
that has no army or navy — the patriotism 
of peace. Some of us went into battle 
that we might have peace. It is a pleas- 
ure to feel that we live in thi» great land, 
'the home of the brave and the free.' "

Mr. I'atrick Shea, aged sixty-nine 
years, died at the residence of hia daugh- 
ter. Mm. Noble Clark, 2806 Went Cheat- 
nut street, Monday evening.

He was born in Ireland, but st an early 
age came to America and settled in this 
city.

ville. He was also noted for his liberal- 
ity, always contributing to every worthy 
cause.

While 
playing with some children be fell and 
struck his bead egainst a step, receiving 
injuriea from the effecta of which he 
never recovered. Mr. Shea left a wife 
and two children, Mrs. Noble Clark and 
Mr. John H. Shea, Secretary of the

The funeral took place Wednesday 
morning front St. Charles Borromeo 
church, which was filled with friends of 
the deceased.

and protest of those who recently with- 
drew from the central body and applied 
for the .American l"ederation of I.abtjr 
charter now held in this city, and trans- 
act such other business as remained over 
trom the preceding Sunday. 

Walter M. Young presented the report 
of the Committee on Revision of the Con- 
stitution, which embraced a number of 
changes, three new commiltees being 
added. The most important of these 
will be the Label Committee, which will 
look after the interests of all recognized 
trades anion labala and tiademariu, 
wtaather the unions be aflSliated with the 
central body or not. This committee 

will also endeavor to have all convict- 
made goods atumpe<l as such. The other 
two couimittaas are on eradantiala and 

printing. 

The delegates added an amendment to 
the constitution providing that in future 
no perspn holding political or elective 
oiBoa will be eligible as a delegate,' but 
tbia provision will not apply to men 
working at the different trades This is 
sn advance step :ind eliminates what has 
heretofore been the cause of OOlAidanble 
discussion and feeling. 

Another amendment to the laws pro- 
vides that local labor bodiea without 
national heads muat apply to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor for a charter 
before delegatca from such will be ad- 
mitted. The othte ehaagea were unim- 
ix)rtant. 

President McC.ill reported the results 
of his mission to Washington aa very 
satisfactory, having received mmaguicn 
from members of the Executive Oonncil 
that possession of the Federation charter 
will remain undisturbed, as thaprotesta 
filed contained nothing to justify action 
against the Central I.abor I'uioii. He 
also reported that upon the return of 
President Gompers to Washington sctive 
steps would bf taken by the Pederatiou 
Council to agisia aaita the turiona that 
withdrew from the central Labor Union, 
and the prosfiecta are brighter than ever 
that unity and harmony will again pre- 
vail among th« workers of this city. 

A communication from the Central 
Labor Union of Washington calling for 
the removal of Claude Johnaoa from the 
position of Director of the Borean of 
Engraving and Printing waa received, 
and letters were ordered forwarded to 
President McKinley requesting him to 
comply with the demand of the Washing- 
ton iKxly.

.\t the lian(|iKt the principal speaker 
was I'lesiilent Gargan, who gave utter- 
aRce to many noble seatimenta and apoke 
as follow s: « 

I''ellow -members of the American-Irish 
Historical Society: We meet today on 
the anniversary of the battle of Lexing- 
ton and Concord to attest anew our pat- 
riotism, our love, devotion and allegiance 
to the Republic of the I'nited Slates of 
America; to recall the lessons taught us 
by the yoeuianry of those tw o little Mas- 
sachusetts towns, unknown in history ou 
April 18, 1776, yet before the setting of 
the sun on the 10th had won for them- 
selves renown as imperiahahle aa that 
won at' Blarathon or Thermopylea. One 
hundred and twenty-four years sgo in the 
neighboring State of Massachusetts the 
first battle was fought to establish the 
principlethat there sliou 111 be no taxation 
without representation, and that all gov- 
ernment should rest on theoooaeatof the 
governed. I will not tre^ass npon your 
time by recalling the eventa whidi led up 
to the American revtdntioo nor those 
seven yesrs of bloody and terrible war. 
We establisheil a government and framed 
a constitution founded on universal suf- 
frage, giving a vote to the goo<l and the 
vidous, the wise and the ignorant. Thus 
far we have been a prosperous people, 
because in oar demo cr a cy tiiere have 
been no ineqnalitica of wealth and con- 
dition that we hdievcd wonld be perma- 
nent. 

We are 1 composite nation, comprising 
people from all the countries of Hurope, 
with about one-seventh of them of Eng- 
lish origin; yet when we bear the foolish 
speeches and read the foolish articles of 
the minority in reference to Anglo-Saxon- 
ism, and blood bdng thicker than water, 
we realize the importance and ttecesntv 
of the work inaugurated by the American- 
Irish Historical Society in recalling and 
recording the deeds of Irishmen ami their 
descendants in .America. We find on the 
rolls of the uiinutemen of Lexington 
over 150 Irish names, and Col. James 
Barrett, of Concord, and Dr. Thomas 
Welsh, who were pnininent in the day's 
battle, were of Irish descent. We find 
also the name of Hugh Cargill, who, to- 



geihe- with one Bullock, saved the town 
1 records of Concord from the ravagea of 
I the British soldiery. Cargill died in 17<K>, 
I and the inscription on his tomb rcoccda 

I his birthplace as Rallyshannon, Ireland. 
He came to .\merica in 1771 in time for 
the Concord fight. He beque.tlhed to the 
tow II the Stratton farm for the use of the 
poor. 

Many of (he men who fought on that, 
as on every other day of battle during 
the revolutionary war, claimed Irish Urth 
or Irish ancestry. This society is en- 
deavoring to collect manuscript, letters 
and papers throwing light ii])on the part 
iKjrile by the Irish race that we may have 
our full share of the glorv of our conn- 
try. No more or less; also ^lat by critical 
scrutiny and analysis that we may dis- 
cover the truth, giving the credit to all. 
This is a duty we owe these brave, de- 
voted, self-sacrifidng men who perilled 
BO much for this Government pnder 
which we live, anil whose benefits we 
hope to transmit to our j)osterity. 

We are not unmindful of the dangers 
threatening w at the end of the century 
from within and from without. We recog- 
nize the fad that if tbia republic is to be 
preaerved we must call a halt to this 
awful headlong rush for wealth, holding 
up some nobler object of ambition. A 
great writer has said: "The finest fruit 
held up to earth by its Creator is the 
finished man." What our country needs 
today is true men; men who recognize 
the tmth of PUto'a maxim, "Justice is 
the health of the State." 

Where can we find in history better 
types of true manhood than among the 
founders of our republic, nianv of them 
of our own race and blood' This country 
has passed through four wars, and in our 
time many are filled with the lust for 
new conquest May we not well pause 
on a day like this and see whither we are 
drifting? Shall we seek the friendship 
and alliance of the great robber nation of 
the world, whose flsg is known where 
rapine and wrong has Jieen done to weak 
and feeble r.ice, or shall wc adhere to the 
doctrines laid down by the Father of our 
country and "observe good faith and 
justice toward all nations; cultivate peace 
and harmony with all?" 

Religion and morality enjoin this con- 
duct; can it be that good policy does not 
equally enjoin it? It will be worthy of 
a free, enlightened .md at no distant 
period .1 gicat nation to give to mankind 
a tiiagnanimons and too novel example 
of a people always guided by an exalted 
justice and benevolence. Who can doubt 
that in the course ot time and things the 
fruits of such a plan would richly repay 
any temporary advantages which might 
be lost by a steady adlierani\- to it!" Can 
it be that Providence has not connected 
the permanent felicity of a nation with 
its virtue? The experiment at least is 
recommended by every sentiment which 
ennobles human nature. Alas, it is ren- 
dered impossible by ita vices. 

The nstion, promptid by ill-will and 
resentment, sometimes impels the Gov- 
ernment to war contrary to the best Cal- 
culations of policy. The Government 
sometimes participates in the nstional 
propensity, and adopts thiough passion 
what reason would reject. At other times 
it makes the animnaity of the nation sub- 
seivient to projeds of hoatility instigated 
by pride, ambition and other ainister and 
pernicious motives. The peace often, 
sometimes i>erliaps the liberty of na- 
tions, has been the victim. So, like- 
wise, a passionate attachment of our 
nation for another produces a variety of 
evila. Sympathy for the favorite nation 
fadlitating the iUnslons of an imaginary 
common interest in cases where no real 
common interest exists, and infusing 
into one the enmities of the other, betrays 
the former into a particii)ation in quar- 
rels ami wars of the latter without ade- 
quate inducement of justification. It 
leads aUo to concessions to the favorite 
nation of privileges denied to others, 
which is apt doubly to injure the nation 
making the concession?, hy unneces- 
sarily parting with what oiij.;ht to have 
been retained, and bv exciting jealousy, 
ill-will and a dispi-sion to retaliate in 
the parties from whom equal privileges 
are withheld; and it gives the ambitious, 
corrupted or deluded dtizens who devote 
themselves to the favorite nation facili- 
ties to betray or sacrifice the intereats of 
our own country without odium, some- 
times with i)opularity; gilding with the 
appearance of a virtuous sense of obliga- 
tion a commendable deference for public 
opinion, or a laudable zeal for public 
good, the base or foolish compliances of 
ambition, corruption or infatuation. 

.Against the insidious wiles of foreign 
iuHuence 1 conjure vou to believe me, 
fellow -citi/.ens, the jealou.sy of a free 
]>eople ought to be constantly awake, 
since history and experience prove that 
foreign iufluence is one of the most bane- 
ful foes of republican government. But 
that jealousy to be naeful must be impar- 
tial, else it becomes the instrument of the 
influence to be avoided, instead of a de- 
fense against it. I^xcessive partiality for 
one foreign nation and excessive dislike 
of another cau.se those whom they actuate 
to see danger on only one side, and ^-rve 
to veil and even second the art of influ- 
ence on the other. Real patriots who 
may resist the intrigues of the favorites 
are liable to be snspeded and odious, 
while its tools and dupes usurp' the ap- 
plause and confidence of the peopile to 
surrender their interests. The great rule of 
conduct for us in regard to foreign nations 
is ill extending our commercial relations, 
to have with them as little political con- 
nection as possible. So far as we have 
already formed engagements let them be 
fulfilled with perfed good faith. Here 
let us stop.

Miss 
Virginia Fair, the bride, is the dangbtir 
of James (',. 1-air, and was boni in nid 
bears the name of the city where her 
father made ' his fortune. The elder 
Vanderbilt got his start as a ferryman in 
New York. Fair atmck the trail to 
fortune at Feather River, California. 
Transportation was the making of the 
first; gold and .silver mines re ired l air's 
I fortune ami linked his name with the 
gre.itest .iiiil most successful mining 
venture in the hislorv of the United 
States. 

The history of. the Vanderbilt fortune 
hi commonplace compared with that of 
Fair. The former is a prosaic story; 
the .latter is a succession of thrilling 

incidents, of grit, endurance, foresight , 
and the romantic feature inseparable 
from a gold hunter's career. 

James l-.iir was one of the big four 
of California and .Nevada. His aasodates 
were John W. Mackay, James C. Flood 
and William 8. O'Brien. Pair and 
•Mackay were the miners in Nevads, 
I'lood and O'Brien the speculators in San 
I'rancisco. .All four were natives of Ire- 
land all but ."Mackav have p.issed away. 
I'air and .Macka\- were tli - chief factors 
in rearing the fortunes of the Bonanza 
firm. Within less than ten years they 
were raised from poverty to boundlesa 
opulence, and the manner in which the 
deed was done throws in the shade the 
Oriental fables detailed in "The Aratnan 
Nights." The discovery and deveIo]iinent 
of the far-famed Comstock lode on the 
eastern slope of .Mt. Davidson, .Nevada, 
poured a river of gold into the coffers of 
the owners. Prom the. vsrious mines of 
that treasure mountain |SaO,000,000 were 
taken out between 18A0 and 187», and 
more than one-tliir(r of this greet sum 
went to the liig four. 

.A week after he I. .id been p.iid for bis 
Nevada county mine I'air went over the 
mountain range to Calaveras on a visit, 
ile had known there a family named 
Rooney from the north of Ireland, and 
they had been his friends in his struggles 
upward. There was a jolly, ambitious 
girl in the family, and she aud Jim had 
become great friends while she waited 
on the miners in lie: f.ither's little 
merchandise store at Douglas I'lat. She 
had promised Juii to m iriy him when he 
struck it rich. Now Jim claimed his 
bride. 

They were married by Father Casey. 
A fortnight later the bride and groom 

starteil from the Comstock lode at Vir- 
ginia City. They made their bridal tour 
with a mule te.ini and in a big luinl>cr 
wagon, over the I'lacerville and Red Dog 
trail '.'iKi miles across the uioniitains, to 
Nevada. All their household effects were 
in the back of the wsgon, and their cap- 
ital was in Jim's leather belt and hU skill 
for mining. Years later, when James G. 
I'air was the ric hest miner on earth, la- 
used to sav the d.ivsof tli.it jonriiev were 
his happiest. 

All the l''air children were born in a 
little two-story plain wooden house in 
Virginia City. The daughtera inherited 
their father's dark, bright eyes and his 
pink and white complexion. When little / 
children they were like the other chil- / 
dreii of ]XH>r mining laborers all about 
them. The elder I'.iirs were never 
different after they became enorniouslv 
rich from what they were when they 
were poor. The Fair girls were always 
popular with their associates. Today 
everyone who remains in the decayed 
old mining camp has anecdotes of how 
Mrs. Herman Oelrichs and Miss \ irginia 
I'air used to jjlay out in the street with 
the girls of j)oor Cornislimen and found 
fun in making mud j'les with children 
reared in poverty. The l-'air girls received 
their education in convent schools. 

MIm Theresa Pair married Herman 
Oelricha in royal style in San Prandaco 
several yean ago. Mrs. Pair died at 
her home in October, 1898, and Miss Vir- 

S'nia Fair went to live with Mrs. Oelrichs 
New York.

The Queen has been pleased to confer 
the decoration of the royal red croas 
upon Miss Theresa Mc(>ratb in recoftni- 
lion of services rendered by her in con- 
nection with tlie nursing of the sick and 
wounde'l during the late operations on 
the Punjab frontier. 

The Bard of Tbomond, Michael Hogan, 
died April 19, at his residence, Rutland 
street, Limerick. Hiii life was a chequered 
one; few poels had siuh hard times of it. 
His fatliei he p.iinls as a lover of Irish 
music, a player on the liarp and violin, 
and an intense lover of our national mel- 
odies. 

The first meeting of the Clare County 
Council was held April 22, nt the county 

courthouse, Ivnnis. ICverv Councillor 
elected was present. M. A. Scaidan was 
unanimously elected Chairman. Reso- 
lutions in favor of home rule, unity and 
release of priaoncrs were adopted. 

The Down County Council met in the 
grand jury room, Downpatrick, with sll 
the nieinlHirs present. Col. Forde was 
appointetl Chsirman and Thomas An- 
drews Vice Chairman. The Secretary to 
the grand jury having sent in his resig- 
natioo, the Acting Secretary, Robert Mc- 
Ilwaine, was appointed Secretary to the 
Council. 

The Kerry County Council elected J. 
H. Donovan Chairman for ibe year. 
Resolutions in favor of home rule, s 
Catholic university, land reform and re- 
inetatement of tbe evicted tenanta. release 
of tbe political prisoners and adjustment 
of financial relations were passed. The 
proceedings .were harmonions and the 
addresses interesting. 

The Rathdown Roard of (.uardians is 
now practically a Nationalist one, and in 
its first meeting the majority showed a 
wise toleration in rqpwd to their Unionist 
friends, who in their day of power did 
not always do likewise. A resolution ail- 
vocatin;; home rule for Ireland and unity 
in tlie National ranks waa adoptad by 
thirty-two to fourteen. 

At the first meeting of the County 
Council Jamea King being the temporary 
Chairman, Lord OreviUe and Charles 
O'Donoghu were propoaed for the per- 
manent Chairmanship. Fourteen votes 
were recorded for each and by the casting 
vote of the Chairman Lord C.reville was 
elected. Mr. King and Lord Castkniain 
were propoaed for the Vice Cbairniau- 
ship. This former waa elected. 

John Macnamar.i, who has just been 
presented !)y his fellqw-nienibers of the 
Limerick .\niateur .\tliUlic and Bicycle 
Club with an illuminated address and 
testimonial on the occasion of his mar- 
riage, was well-known and highly re- 
spected when on tbe path. He was among 
the little band of cyclisU and athletes 
who met together in the commence- 
ment of the season of IKT.s to lay the 
foundation of the Limerick .\mateur 
.\tllletic and Bicycle Club. Macnamara 
was then a shining light and as good a ' 
parfbrmer as one would wish to see. 

Martin Madden, an insane inmate of 
Roaerea Work'bonse,etbibitcd dangerous 
symptoms, and before there was time to 
have him committed to the District 
Lunatic Asylum he bolted from bis keep- 
ers and escaped into the country. Out- 
distancing his followers, his appearance 
in the districts through which he ran 
created much alarm among tbe country 
people. Sergeant Boylan and Constable 
Gowan, of the Roaerea station, both 
formerly good maners, got on the fugi- 
tive's track, and after a long and excit- 
ing chase they hunted the demented man 
down. He was quite exhausted and 
unable tc resist. 

Those who differed in politics with the 
late James O'Maca. of Limerick, whose 
interment Jj|l|||Ma April 28, will not 
withhold V^II^B* meed of praise 
which his j^pHjptothe national cause 
in the past ^nCmnted, says the Herald. 
Pew men in public life posst ssed such 
probity of character or were so outspoken 
where he believed national honor or the 
circumstances ot the case demanded. In 
the days of the Land and National 



Leagues he was an attendant at every 
meeting held in his district to acfvance 
the interests of the country. As a busi- 
ness man he possessed keen commercial 
interests, which led to the eocceM of the 
finn baarlng Ua nasia. 

A woman namai Mrs. Conroy, wife ol 
a timber merchant residing at Perhane, 
King's county, committed suicide 
on Wednesday night. Coroner Coicoran 
held an inquest on the deceaseil on 

Thursday evening. It seems from the 
evidence that tbe deceased fastened a 
rope with a aooea to a beam in tly ceil- 
ing of her own , r e s idence. 8be then 

mounted a chair, and having secured the 

n(K>se of the rope round her neck she 
kii ktil awav the chair. There were in 
the house at the time her two children, 
one a^ed seven years and the Other four- 
teen months. Their screams sttracted 
the neighbors' attention, who informed 
the police, on wbose arrival life was 
found extinct. A Verdict of snidde while 
temporarily insane was rendered. 

Saturday the Roscommon County 
Council met at the courthouse, with 
thirty-one members present. The tem- 
porary chair was occupied by Parrell 
McDonnell. On the ^pmtion of John 
Pitsgibbon Parrelt McDonnell was nnani- 
mously elected Chairman for the ensuing* 
year. John Pitxgibbon was elected Vice 
Chairman. Mr. l'it/.gibl>on proi>osed 
resolutions in favor of home rule, a 
Catholic imiversity, the release of the 
political prisoners, land purchase, the 
division of grazing tracts among the peo- 
ple on equitable terms, the reinstatement 
of tbe evicted tenants and financial jus- 
tice. He pointed out that the great 
majority of the Council had been re- 
turned I)ecause they were Nationalists. 
During the eighteen years she had her 
own I'arKament Ireland prospered more 
than any other country in the world in 
tbe nme period. The strongest advocate 
of that union could not deny that it was 
carried by fraud and corruptioa. The 
resolution waa adopted.
